Fire Threat 
to Last of 
the Condors 
FILLMORE, Calif. (AP) - A 


fast-moving brush fire burned 
over the crest of a rugged cliff 
and started toward a mountain 
sanctuary where the last Cali- 
fornia 
condors 
are 
fighting 


against extinction. 


But the U.S. Forest Service 


brought in reserves, and a 
force of 500 firefighters halted 
the blaze Sunday. 


The unexplained 200-acre fire 


in the Los Padres National For- 
est began Saturday during a 
heat spell that has raised the 
fire danger in mountains and 
canyon areas in Southern Cali- 
fornia.

right, this is a common oc- 
currence. That little pot in 
the lower abdomen can de- 
velop even if you are not 
obese.

Except in very active peo- 


ple most exercise does not 
work these muscles. Sitting 
at a desk helps to lose tone 
of the lower abdominal mus- 
cles. Walking and running on 
the level won't use these 
m u s c l e s either. The way 
many people do sit-ups will 
not put these muscles under 
load. 


Sit-ups to strengthen the 


abdominal muscles should be 
done with the knees flexed 
and the heels up toward the 
buttocks.

In this way you 
will gradually improve or 
maintain their tone. 


I think it is worth making 


these efforts because the 
support to the abdominal 
organs in the upright position 
is important for all of 
us 


creatures who insist on walk- 
ing upright and sitting a 
great deal. You are very 
wise to think about this now. 
It is a lot easier to prevent a 
pot than correct it. 


This is a good time to 


warn people against the use 
of electrical d e v i c e s to 
strengthen their abdominal 
muscles 
and p r e v e n t 


developing a pot. Just re- 
cently a healthy 22-year-old 
man in San Antonio, Tex., 
was using such a device and 
was electrocuted. The device 
was operated with a small 
electric motor with wires at- 
tached to a belt fastened 
around the abdomen. The de- 
vice had been used for sev- 
eral years by the family be- 
fore the accident. The Fed- 
eral Trade Commission has 
outlawed these devices and 
if anyone has any around 
they should be discarded im- 
mediately.

FINANCE 
Warnings have been is- 


sued previously about the 
low blow to the pocketbook 
that many taxpayers will ex- 
perience, with excruciating 
pain for a lot of them, come 
next April. Reports from 
corporate payroll offices in- 
dicate that, so far, not much 
has been done to soften the 
blow. So—once more the ad- 
monishing finger is wagged. 


What is going to happen, 


unless something is done 
soon by millions of employ- 
es, is a great outcry of an- 
guish next April 15 when tax- 
payers are forced to fork 
over extra cash—large sums 
of it, in many cases. The 
withholding schedules being 
used this year aren't with- 
holding enough. 


Prime candidates for the 


tax squash are families in 
which both husband and wife 
are wage earners. Salaried 
employes w i t h earnings 
above $12,000 are also liable 
to get clouted. 


As briefly 
as possible, 


here's what happened: The 
Tax Reform Act that be- 
came law last year provides 
for step-up increases in the 
standard deduction, eventu- 
ally reaching 15 per cent of 
income, up to a maximum 
$2,000, in 1973. For the cur- 
rent tax year it's 13 per cent, 
maximum $1,500. 


The withholding schedules 


supplied to employers are 
based on deductions of 13 
per cent. But if a working 
man and wife use the stand- 
ard deduction, they're limit- 
ed to the $1,500 maximum- 
only one for the two of them, 
on a joint return. 


Harry earns $10,000 and 


his wife, Wilma, e a r n s 
$6,500. Each is using only 
one exemption for withhold- 
ing purposes which ordinarily 
should result in enough be- 
ing w i t h h e l d from pay to 
cover their tax bill. But be- 
cause of that 13 per cent fig- 
ure, their combined with- 
holdings will amount to about 
$2,200. The tax they'll actu- 
ally have to pay will be about 
$2,600—leaving t h e m short 
$400 that has to be raised 
somewhere. 


There's the same problem 


for single taxpayers earning 
more than $11,538. W i t h 
earnings of $14,500, a deduc- 
tion of $1,885 is assumed. If 
the taxpayer uses the maxi- 
mum standard deduction of 
$1,500, he'll be underwith- 
held by about $100. 


The IRS estimates that as 


many as 20 million taxpay- 
ers may find withholding in- 
sufficient n e x t April. All 
working couples probably 
come in this category. 


You can determine wheth- 


er you're going to be short 
by looking at paycheck stubs 
and figuring what your with- 
held tax will amount to over 
the year. Then estimate your 
tax bill, if you're going to 
use the standard deduction, 
by subtracting from your 
gross income (total pay) 13 
per cent of the amount, but 
not more than $1,500. From 
that result, subtract $650 for 
each exemption. What's left 
is your taxable income. If 
you'll file a joint return, 
figure next April's tax bill 
this way: 


• $4,000 to $8,000 — $620 


plus 19 per cent of the excess 
over $4,000. 


• $8,000 to $12,000—$1,380 


plus 22 per cent of the excess 
over $8,000. 


• $12,000 to $16,000—$2,260 


plus 25 per cent of the excess 
over $12,000. 


If your taxable income is 


over $16,000, you need a tax 
accountant. The jungle of 
tax rules being what it is, 
it's an odds-on bet he'll save 
you money.
